MALAYA’S TRADE 
WITH USA. 


AMERICAN BUSINESS MAN'S ~ 
OPTIMISM 


USE OF TEN INCREASING 

Optimistic comments on Malaya’s 
trade with America were made to a 
representative of the “Straits Times” 
by Mr. Charles C. Moore, chairman of 
the s,s, “Maloto” round-the-Pacific 
crulse, when he -arrived in Singapore 
recently, Mr. Moore is a past pre- 
sldent of the San Francisco Chamber 
of Commerce, national vice-president 
of the English-Speaking Union in the 
U.S.A. and. a tor of six large 
corporations in California, 

“There is every indication of an in- 
crease in our trade with Malaya,” said 
Mr, Moore, “This use of tin is grow. 
ing in the United States, particularly 
in my own business, the packing in- 
dustry.s With regard ‘fo our con- 
sumption of” rubber, the motor in- 
dustry is as sound as ever and ine 
creases every year, When we think 
that saturation point is reached an 
increase in the number of family cars 
carries it still further. In California 
at present there is a motor car for 
every three persons, and the industry 
is still expanding.” 

Mr. Moore pointed out that the 
purpose of the visit to Singapore was 
to pay a call of friendship. “We 
carry no handbags or samples; rather, 
we bring something in our hearts,” 
he said, “We bring ourselves, and 
our friends from over the United 
Stater, to learn something of the 
Orient, and to aid in our small way 
in furthering international peace and 
understanding, We come to the 
Orient and the ports of the Pacific 
with clean hands. We bring friond- 
ship—we ask nothing more in ree 
torn.” ‘ 

Depression in China 

Speaking of their visit to China, 
Mr. Méore snid that'so far as he could 
observe things in that country were 
as bad as they could be. Internal 
strife had dislocated trade in most 
parts of the country. There was one 
thing that struck him as pecullarly 
interesting since. his Iast visit there. 
“In Canton I noticed the emerging of 
a national consciousness” he said. 
“Monuments erected to commemorate 
patriotic decds, the opening of public 
parks, and museums—such as they 
are—scemed to me an indication that 
the people are beginning to think be- 
yond their family life” ° 

In Japan, Mr. Moore said, ‘people 
scemed to be more cheerful, Though 
there was somo difficulty In balancing 
the national exchequer, there was ho 
sign of poverty or trade depression. 

‘Questioned aa to the high standard 
of living in America, Mr. Moore said: 
“Trade in America is exceptionally 
well balanced. 
horizon which indicates any alump, 
and have no reason tu believe that the 
present standard of living cannot Be 
maintained, We arc a contented and 
happy people.” 

Imports Wanted 

Mr. Moore pointed out that it would 
have been very enay to have filled the 
erulse list of tht “Malolo” in San 
Francisco alone, but it was broadened 
so that ‘outstanding representatives of 
the cultural, scientific, and business 
aspects of American life might have 
the opportunity of mecting thelr 
fellow-men in Pacific ports. % 

“We do not come "té'increase our 
exports, but rather by friendly con- 
tracts, to increase your exports to our 
country,” ho said.’ “Although the 
seller is tolerated, the buyer is thrice 
welcome. It is our belief that the 
interchange of ideas which this cruise 
affords will be the means of bringing 
an: inflow of products to our country. 
Australia, for instrance, imports ape 
proximately . $200,000,000 worth of 
goods from the United States’ every 
year, and exports but $45,000,000 
worth. + Obviously this cannot’ go on.” 

“One of the outlets,” continued Mr. 
Moore, in atriving’’ at o more 
equitable trade balance is through 
what President Hoover designated as 
‘intangibles,’ such as the money the 


American tourists spend annually in’ 


Europe. The more the Orient and 
Australia develop for tourist’ travel 
the casier it will be for them to malit- 
tain a favourable credit balance.” 

“World-Minded” 

Mr. Robert Newton Lynch, vice- 
president and manager of the San 
Francisco Chamber of Commerce, is 
also o  pnasenger 
“Malolo.”” “San Francisco is son- 
minded, and world-minded and we 
have come to visit our countrymen of 
the Pacific ia a sincere spirit of 
friendship and helpfulness,” he said to 
a “Straits Timea” representative. 
“We of the United States feel that 
by meeting our fellow - men face to 
tace, and by shaking their hands we 
may strengthen the bonds - of in- 
ternational relations and friendships. 

“It has long beon the, desire of the 
San Franelseo Chamber of Com- 
. morce,” “ho continued, “to, sponser 
such a goodwill crulso as we are on, 
and it is quite possible that we will 
come on similar missions in succeed- 
ing years.” 2.’ ae

Militating “Against the 
Highest Tariff 


Washington, Nov. 11. 

The sénate lobby  investigat-

EXPERIMENT FOR’ HUMANITY 

A lecture was given in Shanghai, 
recently, by Dr, A. L. Englander, 
who spoke on the cawes of the 
drought in the north and water 
shortage in Hong Kong before a 
large audience of members of the 
Royal Asiatic Society and their 
friends.” 

Dr. Englander told his hearers 
that if someone were to place him- 
self at a sufficient height above the 
earth and take a cinematograph 
film, a very strange sight would 
meet the eye. Whole continents, 
mountains and seas and great plains 
and hills would be seen to change 
their forms like clay in a potter’s 
hands. He went on to describe’ the 
south Asian islands, the Philippines, 
Japan and Borned and suggested 
that they had been separated from 
the Asian continent during the pre- 
sent geological period. : 

The distribution of sweet water 
all over the continent showed im- 
mense variations, between the utter- 
most extremes. \ 

Denuding the Country 

The silk and porcelain industry, 
said the spenker, the enormous 
Chinese river shipbuilding, ‘even 
Chinese sepulchral rites, could de- 
velop only in land covered with 
extensive forests, of which there 
were at present no traces. The 
destruction of vegetation by man 
stopped not with the cutting of 
forests, for shrubs and underwoods 
were torn up and used, Everywhere 
in China, peasants were to be seen 
going up denuded mountain slopes 
to dig out the last shrubs and roots. 

It was from central Asia that 
Europeans migrated to the weat, the 
Indiana to the south, ‘the Chinese 
‘and kindred races to the east. All 
these migrations have been escapes 
from desert land to new, well- 
watered and well afforestated lands. 
Even now, millions Jeave Shantung 
and Chihli and migrate to the ‘still 
well forested Manchuria. The an- 
cestors , of these same Chinese 
migrated from the Gobi to Shantung 
and now some 1,000 years of culture 
have transfornied” these flowery 
lands into deserts and semf-deserts. 
The peasant, the tiller of toll, dies 
out or migrates, the nomade ekes 
out a miserable existence from the 
old lands which first become a ateppe 
and after some centuries a desert. 
Not only in China is thiis happen- 
ing but on the edge of every desert. 

Hong Kong's Difficulties 

The forests and the trees and the 
bushes are cut as they have been 
through many thousands of years 
and even now they are cut more 
extensively and more rapidly. If 
there is not an extensive reaffore- 
station, north China will be doom- 
ed, said the lecturer. 

Dr. Englander then turned to 
the water shortage in Hong Kong 
and said that the island itself con- 
tained sufficent vegetatiion but the 
neighbouring islands and even the 
malnland around Kowloon *- were 
sadly devastated. The climate of 
a small area is strongly influenced 
| by the surrounding country. If all 
the surrounding hills were not re- 
afforested, Hong Kong, sald the 


spenker, would soon be like’ Aden.|. 


That town had already practically 
no more water of its own, und fts 
water supply was by tank ships, 
from the Perim fslands. 

It would be an experiment of the 
greatest importance, said the 
speaker in conclusion, not only for

The “Neuralia,” another transport, 
made port at daybreak yesterday and 
tied up of Holt’s Wharf until ceven- 
ing when she left for Singapore. 

The "City of Marseilles” is carry- 
ing, in addition to the Border Regi- 
ment from Tientsin, considerable num- 
bers of drafts ‘from Departmental 
Units, Some are from Tientsin and 
Shanghai, whilst others embark from 
Hong Kong. 

Owing to the probable carly de- 
parture of the ship, it is not expect- 
ed that it will be possible to arrange 
anything in the nature of organised 
marches or recreation for the troops 
on board, as was done with the 
traops on the “Neuralia” yesterday.

Searcity of Tonnage 


The scarcity of tonnage is causing 
no Jittle concern .in Chinese clreles 
and local merchants are slready feel. 
ing the pinch, China’s shipping in- 
dustry has been crippled “through 
constant commandeering of native- 
owned vessels and the. sinking of 
others, Services have been dislocated 
and morchants in Shanghai are find- 
ing it impossible to despatch their 
goods to other ports, whilst those in 
wie interior and the coast are facing 
equal difeultles in trying to ship 
their wares to -Shanghal. At the 
present time, we learn from the 
Chinese press, théte are no fewer 
than 50 vessdls commandeered | for 
the transportation of troops, in spite 
of o recent order of the National 
Government that they should bo re- 
turned at once to thelr owners. 
Only five vessels which were soized 
some time ago have so tar been réi- 
turned’ and .the Government has tail- 
ed to pay anything in the way of 
“charter fees,” as promised. Deal 
Ing with the tonnage scarcity ques- 
tlon, the “Shunpao” saya that, as o 
result of the various Chinese ship- 
‘ping hongs suspending their Yang- 
tsze services, foreign firms have ine 
creased their freight rates for Han- 
kow by 25 per cent., whilst, for 
goods shipped to Hunan, ao freight 
rate of 55 per cent. over the uaual, 
is being collected. Such charges are 
for in excess of any that have been 
charged in the ‘past. The same 
Journal anys that‘the British and 
French shipping compantés aro nego- 
tinting for an increase in the trans- 
portation charges for Chinese silk 
shipped to Europe, which, of course, 
will tend to affect the silk industry, 
though, in this respect, Chineso ship. 
pers will not be hit. Continuing, 
the “Shunpao” says that, because of 
the suspension of the Chinese ship- 
ping services between Shanghai and 
Manchurian ports, large quantities of 
flour, soya beans, ete., are lying rot- 
ting at Nowehwang and Antunr 
awaiting shipment, British and 
Japanese firms are taking advantage 
of. China’s weakness in this respect 
40 they have placed more vessels on 
service 
weeks, over 200,000 bags of flour 
have been brought to Shanghai by 
the China Navigation steamers 
alone, Whilst on. the question of 
Chinn's vessels being placed on mill- 
tary service, it is Interesting to 
know that General Chiang Kai-shek 
has telegraphed to Mr. Chao Tieh- 
chino, director-general .of the China 
Merchants’ §.N. ‘Co., extolling him 
for placing the company’s vessels at 
the dispésal af the Government for 
tho transportation of' troops and 
mentioning ‘that, '‘as'soon ‘as the Gov: 
ernment troops have been mobilised, 
these vessels will be released,

PROPOSED CHANGES IN 
"NATIONAL PRACTICE 


LONG BRITISH TRADITION 


Wednesday, Oct. 9, was a~critical| * 


occasion. for all executive officers and 
pllota in the British Merchant Navy, 
as the Chamber of Shipping of the 
United Kingdom called a meeting of 
British nautical organisations to do 
cide what safe substitutes can be 
discovered for the time-honoured words 
of ‘port? and ‘starboard’ when 
uttered by offleer or pilot aa helm 
orders to the man-at-the-wheel, 

The reason that substitute words 
are necessary is that, under the recent 
Convention on Safety of Life at Sea, 


subject to ratification by Parliament, |' 
“the contracting Governments . agree |’ 


that after midnight on June 30, 1931, 
helm or steering orders shall in all 
their ships. be given in the direct 
sense’—or, briefly stated, on the re- 
versed ;principle as practised . since 
wheels were introduced in the year 
1705. ' ‘ 

The Chamber of Shipping tenta- 
tively recommended three alterations: 

1. Steer Left. Steer Right. 

2. Stcer Port. Steer Starboard. 

3. Left Port. Right Starboard. 

Tt is added that “short of entirely 
new words, the use of the words 
‘Port’ and ‘Starboard’ with such 
prefix would ‘reduce risks to a 
minimum.” The Chamber further is 
“convinced that. the mere retention of 
the words ‘Port’ and ‘Starboard, but 
with their meanings reversed, would 
lead to disaster.” 


Necdless to say, masters, officers, 
and pilots who exclusively, ag o class, 
are responsible for the safo manoouvr- 
ing of ships and are held accountablo 
for every marine casualty, desire no 
additional risks, and = in Particular 
those involving risks of. collision in 
these days of express speed and—as o 
writer has termed the Jarge liners— 
“abnormal — monsters.” From the 
earliest intimation that this helm- 
order change was due for discussion 
at the Coriventiot on Safety of Life 
at Sea they took steps, through their 
representative organisations, to record 
an unqualified disapproval of {t, and: 
pleaded that a delegate to represent 
them might be appointed to the Con- 
vention, 

“The New Despotism"’ ‘was content 
to ignore up-to-date professional opin. 
ion on the subject, and with delegates 
not one of whom had; current experi. 
ence as a shipmaster accepted tha 
foreign-inspired Idea of operating tho 
helm, ‘in future, on o universal prins 
clple—a principle, per Be, not objected 
to by us, but with no advantages that 
we know of, and with none even 
claimed on its behalf, that would 
justify the obvious risks entailed. 

There js, exceptionally, no difference 
in opinion among experts on this 
point, ,as testified by officers’: and 
pilots’: representative bodies through- 
out the Empire; a unarimous pro- 
fessional opposition for technical’ reas 
sons,’ apart from the claims of 
tradition.

Going into the witness box the 
woman gave her name as Li Sin- 
ping, and in reply to Mr. Andrewes 
said that she had visited the 
second floor of 20, Centre Street, 
on four different occasions, the 
last being on September 80, the 
day of the accused’s arrest when 
she was accompanied by another 
woman, Shun Mui, who was pre- 
sent in Court but not called as a 
witness for the prosecrtion, 

Wanted a. Boy 

Li Siu-ping told the Court that 
the two accused lived on the floor 
tnd she went there to ‘uy a male 
child, The -female accused apoke 
to her and told her that they had 


{a male child but ft was beinue kept 


elsewhere and it could be shown 
to her another time. The four 
yenr old girl was then offered te 
her for $80. She'in turn utfered 
$70 and oa bargain was struck. 
The transaction had not been vom- 
pleted, however, when the Polics 
raided the place, Then witness 
carried the child to the S.C.A. 

By the Magistrate: Second n:- 
cused did not mention any price 
for a mule child because none waa 
produced. 

Saw Four Girls 

Replying to Mr. d’Almada, wit- 
ness sald that she lived on the 
first flour of 92,'. Temple Street, 
Yaumati, and was a married wo- 
man. She was told of the lace 
by a man in Un-long who had 
bought three children from necus- 
ed. The first time she went to 
the house she saw: the little girl 
and three bigger ones—two ayed 
about 14 years and the other 
about 13. She did not see any 
boys at any time, 

By the Magistrate: Witness had 
five children of her own: 

Asked’ by Mr. d’Almada why 
she wanted to adopt another, wit- 
ness said that she did not intend 
to adopt any. Some time ago her 
smal! boy waa kidnapped and 
when she heard from the Un-long 
man that the accused sold chile 
dren, she decided to do some spy- 
ing in the hope of recovering her 
own ,s0n, 

The New Ordinance 

Mr, Andrewes stated that Ser- 
yeant McKay had ‘phoned to the 
S.C.A., with regard to the publica- 
tion of the new Ordinance, and a 
clerk there said that he could not 
trace if the Ordinance, had been 
published in any of the Chinese 
newspapers, ‘However, the fact 
remained that it was published in 
the “Gazette.” 

Mr. Andrewes submitted that he 
had suecesgfully thrown the onus 
on the defence to show that the 
transaction.was bona fide for the 
purpose of marriage or adoption 
only, as provided by the Ordin- 


nece, 
The Deed of Sule 

Mr. d'Almada submitted that 

the transaction with the Police. 

informer never took place and the 

child was nover transferred from 

the accused's custody, 

Counsel then read from. an 
English translation of the deed 
of sale of the child to the accuse 
ed and emphasised that in the 
document the child's mother had 
stated that she sold the child of 
her own free will for $80 because 
she had no means of sunporting 
it. It alao set out that the child 
had first been offered to the 
mother’s relatives and when thay 
would not: have her she was sold 
through a go-between for $80, It 
concluded “this ia not a case of 
kidnapping.” . 3 

Mr. d’Almada also pointed out 
‘that the informer had -admitted 
that she had gone to the accus- 
ed’s housa to spy and Icok for 
her kidnapped son, She had only 
Pretended.to bargain for the girl 
and before the ‘transaction was 
completed the Police had arrived. 

The Court's Ruling

Interest in wireleas and broad- 
casting: should be considerably 
stimulated by a Radio Exhibition 
which is to be’ held in the City 
Hall on Thursday, Friday and Sa- 
turday, December 5, 6 and 7. On 


the firat two days the exhibition |‘ 


will be open from. 7 p.m. to mid- 
night and on the last day will open 
at 2 pm. . 

In connection with the exhibition 
a’ competition for amateurs has 
been arranged, the conditions being 
as follows: 


(1) The competition is open to all 
amateurs in the Colony. Radio 
denlers, operators or those profes- 
sionally engaged in radio are not 
allowed to compete. 

Sets must be non-radiating and 
must ‘be construeted at a cost not 
execeding $150. 

The set only to be exhibited, i.e, 
batteries and loud speakers should 
not be included. 

(4) Sets to be ready for immediate 
operation on being connected to| 
power and acrial. 

(5) Sets should be in the hands of the 
.exhibition authorities not later 
than noon on the first day of the 
exhibition, and names of intending 
competitors should be submitted 
not Inter than Monday, December 
2, ; 

(6) A charge of one dollar will he 
made per set exhibited, not more 
than five sets to be submitted by 
each competitor. 

(7) The decision of tha judging com- 
mittee to be considered final, 


(8) The exhibition authorities do not
